What A Divers’ Reunion! 


The Canadian Naval Divers Association (CNDA) was founded in January 1981 at Halifax, Nova Scotia. Up until 1945, diving 
in the Canadian Navy was conducted by Royal Navy trained hard-hat divers. Following WWII, in 1949, the first Canadian Dive 
Unit was formed as a mine disposal organization. The unit was stationed at HMCS Stadacona and training was conducted in 
the U.S.A. and in the U.K. Once trained, the divers began their commission in Halifax, Nova Scotia. In 1952, the Diving & 
Ordnance Disposal School & Training Centre was found. The new unit conducted operations throughout Europe, Canada’s 
coast, and in the Artic Ocean. After many months of deliberation and training, the Clearance Diver Branch of the Navy was 
formed, originally located at French Cable Wharf in Dartmouth, Nova Scotia and the in June 1974 moved to its current 
location at Shearwater, Nova Scotia. This new branch gained a highly south after status as a professional and rewarding 
career for numerous members of the Navy and Armed Forces of Canada. The CNDA has held eleven reunions (1982 Shear- 
water NS; 1988 Toronto, ON; 1991 Victoria, BC; 1994 Halifax, NS; 1997 Ottawa, ON; 2000 Victoria, BC; 2006 Ottawa, ON; 
2009 Victoria, BC; 2012 Dartmouth, NS; and 2015 Langford, BC). You will note there is a gap of five years after the first one, 
and then the pattern of every three years settled in.

REUNION 1991, BL BL, RD 38mm, Rating 1 in the catalogue. Your 
Editor believes it should be renumbered and moved under the 
Victoria B.C. woods since the 2-day reunion in 1991 was August 24- 
25 and held in Victoria. Now the following information is from the 
September 1991 CNDA Dipper’s Digest #7: 


They came by plane, train and car; by ferry, fifth-wheel and boat — 
they walked and biked to get there — Bill Lukeman even arrived 
from the site of the sinking of the Japanese ship TENYO MARU on 
the bottom of 510 feet, where he is involved in recovery of its polluting oil. WHO CAME? Everyone who possibly could, 
including Divers from the 30’s, Divers from WWII and the Korean War eras, and those most important now for the country, 
those who are presently carrying on the tradition of our future Naval diving heritage —- today’s Clearance Divers! WHERE? 
The BIG EVENT — the ‘91 Reunion, Victoria, British Columbia. 





Everyone started getting together on Thursday at Paul’s Motor Inn, and in particular in Red Larsen’s “suite”, as it had an 
enclosed courtyard which proved to be quite convenient for the overflow crowd. The lamp was well swung with tales being 
told and retold, some believable elbows bent and, with great gusto, toasts were made to those no longer with us. As a 
matter of fact, that well known personage, “LCDR Baker” (and his entourage of the “Forty Thieves”) finally had his first name 
come to light, that being Archibald, or Archie to his friends. The first night festivities finally dwindled down in the wee hours 
of the morning, with everyone off to hit the sack in order to be rejuvenated for more good times soon to come. 


On Friday it was a continuation of the day before, once breakfast was out of the way, with people visiting each other’s rooms 
until it was time to make the trek out to the Fleet Diving Unit in Colwood right after high Noon. Many of the present day 
Divers were there to greet us, with the XO, Lt. Bob Mitchell, welcoming this most historic gathering of Divers to the West 
Coast Unit. He also requested all the attendees to sign in the Commemorative Book newly opened for the Reunion “since 
much of the history of diving in the Canadian Navy is represented by those here today.” Talking about the reception from 
the Unit, someone said, “did they ever do it up in style!!!!” After confirmation of registration and picking up a Reunion T-shirt, 
everyone made a bee-line to pick up their favourite libation, then food, food, and more food! The all-day repast consisted of 
hors d'oeuvres, salads to temp all palates, crab legs, lobster, scallops, steak and corn on the cob, numerous condiments, 
salmon (bot of course and much other provender too numerous to mention). The chef is to be congratulated for laying out 
such a super feast. During the evening everyone eagerly looked over the Unit’s Photo Album (and other albums brought 
along by individuals) to see if they could find their buddies’ pictures. As well, many people had their photographs taken with 
their chums of 30, 40 or 50 years ago; noteworthy of which were most of Lon Chaney’s WWII Newfoundland Diving Crew! 
This all wound down later in the evening. 


Saturday dawned another perfect day, with the sun blazing away in a beautiful azure blue sky. Two boats were provided for 
participants to take a sightseeing tour of Esquimalt Harbour or people could sightsee on their own as they wished. Quite a 
large number opted to return to the Unit for more great conversation with their friends, while the three CNDA Chapter’s 
National Directors held their National Meeting. At that meeting it was approved that the Eastern Chapter will conduct the 
next Reunion in 1994; confirmed Bill Cryderman as a Life Member, with Terry Thompson and Frank White confirmed as 
Honourary Members; approved the Constitution; reviewed the membership fee structure (it remains at $10.00 per year) and

elected the following to office for the period 1991 to 1994: National Chairman, Allan McRae; Vice Chairman, Moe 
Coulombe; and Vice Chairman, Charley Doyle. They appointed Chuck Rolfe as the National Secretary Treasurer to conduct 
business out of the National Headquarters. The meeting included many other items of business — these were basically of 
the more mundane housekeeping nature designed to maintain the Association as a viable entity. 


Saturday evening was given over to the Dinner-Dance conducted in the NADEN Wardroom, but the first order of business 
was to ensure that our official group photograph was taken. This was an opportunity not to be missed, since this would 
encompass everyone who was a part of our diving history over the past 50-60 year (Tug Wilson just made it before the 
photographer took the final pictures). Everyone then sat down to a beautiful banquet, with the table d'hote menu being a 
succulent hip of beef, followed by a few words from the Master of Ceremonies, Allan McRae. The Band tuned up and 
dancing was the order of the day thereafter. 


On Sunday, 25 August 1991, everyone gathered at the Dockers Club for brunch from 1100-1300, followed by farewells to 
their friends at the Diving Unit Combined Mess. It goes without saying, this gathering would not have been the roaring 
success it was without your attendance — always keeping in mind however, that the accompanying ladies lent the gathering 
their gracious charm and vivacious presence, which did not go unnoticed. A really Super time was had by all, and kudos go 
out to the organizers of the event —the Western Chapter and their volunteers, and to the Fleet Diving Unit (Pacific) for host- 
ing us on their premises — even the weather cooperated!
